The great changes these freedoDs veuld laroduce in Star Treh, and the fact 
that a meaningful Star Trek story had to he sneezed into halt an hour, meaiit 
a different type of ahov, hut hopefully vlthin format. Hov vould the fane 
react! The Trekklei, tiha, through their fasdcB, are in fact reaponslhle for 
the ehov'e existence, are veil avare of vhat constitutes a good Star Irek 
episode. Vould the Filiation teem he able to satiety the format under the 
existing conditions, and thus the fans? 

Vhat if a script called fhr soaecne to go out end repair a vital external 
Qomponent of the Enterpriee! A spacesult vouldn't do, it vould raatrlot the 
characters movements, slow dcvn the operation, thus the sbov end the excitement. 
ThlB end several other prohlene the free creative hand animation offered Star 
Trek resulted in the addition of several new devices to -tio Star Trek store- 
hcuaa of futuristic e^ipnent. 

Ihe spacesult problem vae easily solved by creating a nccdeacrlpt bait call- 
ed a Life Support Belt. After fixing the belt about onea waist cme simply 
strikes a button on the face of the belt and. . .Instant atmospbare . Ths belt 
glows and throve a lime-colored aura about its occupant. Quite a lot of work for 
one innocent looking belt. Additional new Itema include an Aguaehuttle (eaa- 
going Shuttlacraft), a large number of new and exotic spacecraft configuratlcms 
and saveral new races (friendly and otherwise). 

only is it difficult to fit sn intelligent, meaningful story in, but msny smsll, 
but important, items are loat. It may aimply be a production limitation which 

the viewer hear the confhslon of volcea reporting In over the intercaa, during 
en emergency situatlcm. The large variety of oaialcal ecmpoeltlcfia we could always 
depend on Star Trek to use expertly and effectively are now down to a bare minimum. 
These loasaa and othera have resulted in a bland production. 

A few other additions snimatlon has allowed for are having rather undaairable 
repercussions. Although Mr. Roddenberry siust have felt it en artistic addition, 

I find the showing of the more complex parts of the ahlp a mistake. Indeed, where 
before, there were only hints, now there is great corridors of enormous eqpiimont. 

I feel this detracts frcn the mystery and awe that viewers have Icmg felt toward 

about the snail number of people seen in the ship’s oorridors during the course of 
an episode. This was, of coarse, due to the expense of paying all the axtres re- 
quired. But instead of correcting this, as animatlcc vould so easily allow, the 
cartoon is showing far less people aboard tie vessel than ever before. 

The dlscription found in the Lincoln Enterprises {a distributor of Star Tr^ 
parapbernalla) catalog credits Filmation with animation on the level of excellsnce 
of Dleoey. I consider this a groae overrating, lot only ie motion slow and Jerky 
(as seen in the Enterprise flybys at the cCHsenaasent of each episode and in 
scenes where running le involved), but shaddlng on tdiaractor's faces are very 
Inadequate. All of these features, I feel are of immanse importance. 

Stax Trek uses far more than two times as msny back grcund drawings as the 
norsial televislcsi cartoon (80). In fact it appears Fllmatlon la at It's beat 
with nonmovlng landscapes and ar^itecturs, while aboard ship depictiwis are far 
below adequate. Coloration and washes are other signs of an expert animation 
house.
